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ABOUT THE ELECTION 


-'Fhose who go to the polls Wednesday in the Associa- 
ted Student election will find for their consideration two 
measures. One is an initiative petition which reads as fol- 
lows: ; 

Lettermen’s sweaters not to exceed the price of $7.50 
each, shall be given to those recommended for football 
letters this year by the Associated Student board. 

Let us consider results of the passage of such a meas- 
ure. 
In the first place 24 sweaters at $7.50 each makes 
a total of $180. Supposedly this money would be taken 
from the football fund. However, there is not sufficient 
‘money in that fund to pay such a bill, and football would 
exceed its budget. In order to pay this overdrawal, the 


«, executive board would be forced to cut every fund pro- 
’ portionately. This would mean that all other sports, so- 


cial functions, organizations, and publications would have 
to suffer. 

One 10 per cent cut has already been necessary, and 
this measure could only result in another. It is very evi- 
dent that the Associated Students could not afford to buy 
sweaters. : 

_ There is one other point which argues against the 
passage of the measure. Of the 24 men who would receive 
the ‘sweaters, only 5 are members of the Associated Stu- 
dents. They have been given every opportunity to obtain 
tickets through F. E. R. or student work, and they have 
not done so. Such lack of cooperation with the Associa- 
ted Students does not merit reward by them, especially 
when all other activities-would be made to suffer. Several 
football men have also quit school and it is questionable. 
whether they should receive a reward. 

It is hoped that every student will carefully consider 
the results which the passage of the measure will bring 
before he casts his vote.

MHarrassed utility moguls 
will tell you-that arguing the mer- 
its of private ownership of the 
power companies with certain New 
Dealers is like waving a red flag 
in front of a male cow. The utili- 
ties are their pound of flesh and 
they mean to have it. 


That fact that the confidence 
and ultimately the vote of sever- 
al millions persons, directly and 
indirectly affected, has apparant- 
ly never been considered. 

The United States has, for two 
centuries, been the exemplar of 
industrial, social, and _ political 
freedom. Should sHe now, prompt- 
ed by an epheneral economic in- 
security, repudiate that policy by 
a far reaching, ill-advised act the 
morale of the entire nation could 
be easily shaken.
